Saturn's Rings Disappear, 


According to Professor George C. Corn- 


stock, of the Washburn observatory, 
Madison, Wis., the phenomenon of the 
disappearance of the rings of Saturn has 
just occurred. 
Once in fifteen years the 


earth in its motion about the sun passes 
through the plane of the rings of Saturn, 
so that they are turned edgewise toward 
the earth. The rings are so thin that 
they then disappear altogether from 
sight in an ordinary telescope, while in 
the more powerful ones the planet ap- 
pears to have a fine needle thrust through 
it. The appearance of the rings at the 
tunes of disappearance and reappearance 
is of special interest to astronomers, since 
it furnishes information with regard to 
the nature of these appendages not other- 
wise attainable.—Philadelphia Ledger. 


School Savings Banks In Eugland. 


There has been a large increase of the 


number of scholars in the schools of 
England since Sept. 1, when the free ed- 
ucation act went into force. The man- 
agers of schools advised the parents of 
the scholars to put into savings banka 
for the benefit of their children the three 
pence per week that had previously been 
paid for the education of each child, and 
school savings banka were established to 
receive these deposits. This advice was 
followed by large numbers of parents in 
various parts of England, and the banks 
have already been of service. In the city 
of Manchester, for example, more than 
8,000 new accounts have been opened in 
them the first month. The small funds 
thus deposited will be useful to the chil- 
dren hereafter.—London Letter. 


Cheap Chest Protectors. 


At this season of the year so many 


people ore cauglifc unawares at a distance 
from their hearth and home and warm 
clothes that'it is a good time to mention 
the great value of newspapers as chest 
protectors. Let tho papers be firmly 
dried and then folded into several thick- 
nesses and placed across the chest. If 
they are also wrapped in strips around 
the arms it will be found that they exert 
a beneficial influence.

BY TELEGRAPH! 


News of Importance From 


Home and Abroad. 


Iu 1830, shortly after llio discovery of 


tlic Couistock, but before the groat wealth 
of tho lead wns oven suspected, the resi- 
dents of Western Utah, {Deluding Ilonoy 
Lake Valley, which was believed to bo n 
part of Utah Territory, met in conven- 
tion at Genoa, which was originally a 
Mormon settlement, and formally seceded 
from Utah aud organized a provisional 
government. 
Isaac Roop, of Honey 


Lake Valley, was elected Governor, aud 
Judge Cradelbaugh, one of tho Territor- 
ial 
Judges 
appointed 
by President 


Buchanan, was chosen Delegate to Con- 
gress to present tho cause of tho soceders 
and explain the necessity for tho organi- 
zation of tho new Territory, which the 
convention named Nevada. March 3d, 
1861, Congress organized the Territory, 
and James W. Nye, of New York, was 
appointed its first Governor. 
In 1803, 


the miue.s having attracted thousands 
from Califoruii to the Territory, it wns 
resolved to draft a constitution aud sub- 
mit it to the people, with a view, in the 
event of its adoption, of seeking admis- 
sion to the Union as a sovereign State. 
This constitution, which contained a 
clause taxing mines, was defeated by a 
largo majority. In 1861, by authority 
of an Enabling Act of Congress, ap- 
proved March 21st of that year, dele- 
gates elected by the people in the several 
counties, met in convention at Carson 
City and framed the present Constitu- 
tion. It was ratified by a majority of 
tho electors in September, 1864, and on 
the 31st day of 'October, of that year, 
just twenty-seven years ago, Nevada waa 
formally admitted into the Union by 
proclamation of 
President 
Lincoln. 


Governor Nye, who was then nt Union- 
ville, in Humboldt county, with which 
telegraph communication had been es- 
tablished, tha wires having been laid a 
part of the way on 
the sagebrush, 


received a dispatch direct from Wash- 
ington informing him of the action of 
the President. 


At the first State election, which was 


held in November, 1864, H. G. Blasdell 
was elected Governor and Harry G Worth- 
ington Member of Congress. 
The Legis- 


lature, which met in December, 1834, 
elected William M. Stewart and Tames 
W Nye United States Senators.forfour and 
two years respectively. Senator Nye was 
re-elected in 1867, for a full term, and 
wns succeeded in 1873, by John P. Jones, 
who was chosen last January for the 
fourth time. 
Senator Stewart was elect- 


ed in 1869 to succeed himself, and 'in 
1875, having served ten years, was sue, 
ceeded by Wm. Sharon, whose term ex- 
pired in 1881. In January, 1881, the 
Legislature elected James G. Fair to 
succeed Senator Sharon, and in January, 
1887, William M. Stewart was elected to 
succeed Senator Fair. 


In 1866 Delos R. Ashley was elected I 


Representative to Congress to succeed 
Worlhington; in 1868 Thomas Fitch was 
elected 
Ashley's successor; 
iu 1870 


Charles W. Kendall succeeded Fitch and 
was re-elected in 1873. 
In 1874 William 


Woodburn succeeded Kendall and was 
re-alected in 1876. 
In 1878 R. W. Dag- 


gett was elected and was succeeded by 
G. W. Cassidy, who was re-elected in 
1883. 
In 1884 William Woodburn was 


again elected and was again chosen in 
1886. 
In 1888 H. F. Bartme succseded 


Woodburn, and was re-elected in 1890. 


H. G. Blasdell was re-elected Governor 


in 1866 and was succeeded by L. R. 
Bradley who was elected ia 1870 and re- 
elected in 1874. 
In 1878 J. H. Kinkead 


was elected to succeed Governor Brad- 
ley, and in 1882 J. W. Adams was elected 
to succeed Governor Kinkead- In 1886 
C. C. Stevenson was elected to succeed 
Governor Adams. Governor Stevenson 
died before the expiration of his term of 
office and was succeeded by Lieutenant 
Governor Frank Bell. In 1890 R. K. 
Colcord, the 
present 
Governor, wns 


elected, and his term of office will ex- 
pire in January, 1893. 


The State of Nevada made the resump- 


tion of specie payment possible. Its 
mines have nwde many millionaires, all 
of whom, instead of assisting in the de- 
velopmeot of the resources of the State, 
have invested their money elsewhere. 
Tho Palace Hotel, Bank of Nevada and 
other 
buildings and 
institutions of 


world-wide reputation, not only in San 
Francisco but in New York, owe their 
existence to Nevada. 
The Comstock 


mines alone have added at least half a 
billion dollars to tho imperishable wealth 
of the country, yet the Nation, which is 
under great obligations to the State, dis- 
criminates against its principal product 
aud permits European money changers 
to fix its price in the markets, and as- 
sists them in doing so by making it & 
merchantable commodity with nofixed 
value. 


Owing principally to hostile legisla- 


tion, the State, which increased in popu- 
lation from two thousand in 1860 to 
63,000 in 1880, has to-day less than 
46,000 inhabitants, including Indians off 
reservations and Chinese. Its mining 
camps, which gave profitable employ- 
ment to several thousand persons, are, to 
a groat extent, deserted, and the farmers, 
who found ready sale at remunerative 
pricfis for their products, are to-day com 
polled to ship the greater part of their 
products to tide water. 


But the dawn of a brighter era for Ne- 


vada is observable. Tho richness of its 
mines is known throughout the world, 
and tiie fertility of its soil and salubrity 
of its climate are becoming 
knowK. 


With tho remouetizution of silver, of 
which there is a probability in the near 
future, there will be a largo increase in 
population, mining oaraps now deserted 
will be reinhabited, and products which 
now have to be exported, will find a 
home market. 
Lands for 
cultivation 


will be sought by settlers and Nevada 
will become in fact as in name, a sover- 
eign State, not a dependency of San 
Francisco.

telegraphed to Washington from other 
cities in this country and Europe for con- 
firmation or contradiction.

•• 'It would b» a wholesome thing for the 
political health of the entire South Ameri 
can Continent,' said a prominent naval offi 
oer, 'if this country should turn iu am 
give Chili a good, sound thrashing. They 
have the moat insane notion down there, 
and really think they could defeat the 
United States without any trouble. There 
are about 3,000,000 ol them iu the whole 
country and they have cot the slightest 
conception of the magnitude of this nation 
and its tremendous renouroas. 
They are 


fighters from the word go, they have ja»t 
been through a severe civil war and their 
blood ia up. 
The masses are probably 


eager for a brash with the United States, 
and I should not be surprised to see belig- 
erent demonstrations before long, and I 
should welcome such a thing, not for the 
sake of activity in tte navy, but for the 
good and wholesome effect it would have 
on the world at large, then, too, it would 
firmly establish, once for all, our suprem- 
acy on this hemisphere, The Chilians, ID 
my opinion, are the finest lot o< people in 
South America.'"
